Chicago, Auk- By far the largest 
audience which has yet twea in attend- 
anoe upon the strike oommiision aes- 
lioiMwat present yesterday, attracted 
by the appearance as a witness of Presi- 
dent Debs of the Aaiericiin Railway 
uuiou. The ccjurtrooiii was ci'Dwdyd 
from the bi-uch to the doorways, 
when Presidont Deba todc (ha witnan 
chair. 

••Now ten Qs, in yonr own way, Mr. 

Debs," said ('oiiiiiiissioiRr Wri^'it, 
"wliat you Icaow of the Pullmau strike 
and its rouit^. " 

Leauing torward in his scat the tall 
leader of the jrrear strike bci^an in a 
low, clear vnice a recital winch )<ra<lual- 
ly became more earnest and forcible as 
he proceeiled until it develupt-d into al- 
niO''t au ora'iuu. He ti)l<l uH having re- 
ceived word tl'.at a strike in Fallmuu 
was iniinineiit and oi hls OOmiBg to 
Chicago to investigate. 

"I tuund, he said, "that the men were 
working for tiie Pullman conipauy at 
wages upon wiiich tli^ y could nut live. 
I found that salaries had beeii cut time 
and a^ain until skilled mechanics were 
working tlieir lives away fur waf,'eh u<n 
sufficient for a coiniii'iti laljorer. Tliat 
the town of I'ulhuau. with its .-hoii';, its 
houses and its stores, was so sch -ui' d 
that every pc'nny the workiuf^niaii luiuiv 
found its way hack into the eoiiipan y's 
coffers. lu fact. I found the workiny- 
men of Pulluiau iu a pitiable condition 
and determiiKid to do all in my power as 
president of the American Kail way union 
t«» improve their condition. The strike 
followed, and was ordered by tlum- 
■elves. Then oaine th;^ boycott, ord-.red 
by duly elected deh^'ates to our conven- 
tiou, and then followed the railroad 
strikes, ordered the varions local 
nuions. each of which had grievances of 
its own." 

Mr. Debs then told of the strike, his 
accoant di >?riug bat little from that of 
other American Railway onion oilicials 
who had preceded him on the witness 
stand. 

"Wonld the railroad strikea have oc- 
onrred if there had been no Pnllmau 
tronble?" asked Commissioner Wright. 

"No, the Pnllmaa strike was the 
prime canse. We desired to stop Poll- 
Bum's oars and shnt off his income, thos 
forcing him to arbitrate. But the rail- 
road men hod grievances of their own. 
The Geuorat iMauugers' association had 
been orgauized ^rith the rowed inten- 
tion of giving u.o.sistance to railroads in 
labor troubleH. The evident aim was to 
drive organized labor from existence. 
No sooner had this association formed 
than a svsteniatic redaction of railroad 
wages all over the ooantry began. The 
cats were made on one road at a time 
and in mie dei)urtnieut at a time, but 
the .sy.stcniatic ri^ularUy with wlrch 
they appeared was sufficiently si^jnifi- 
cant. The men were ready to strike 
and felt they had cause. But the 
trouble would not have come when it 
did had it not been for the Pullniuu 
matter. The time was unprupitious, 
basineas depressed and money was 
scarce. I did not order the strike. I 
had not the power. The men did that 
themselves. Hut 1 do not wish to shirk 
any responsibility and am willing to 
say that I heartily concurred in and up- 
proved of the action taken l)y the men. 
As to violence, I always condemned it. 
I have written and spoken aKainst it, 
believing and kuowiti^ that a strike can 
not be won by violence. As to tele- 
grams sent from oar otUce counselling 
violence, I know nothing of any looh 
epistles." 

"What aboat the 'bay a gun' tele- 
gram?" asked Commissioner Kemau. 

**That is easily explained. The tele- 
gram was sent by a private secretary to 
a friend in Bntte and was merely a 
playful expression. It was sent as such 
aud was so understood." 

Mr. Debs then said that within Ave 
days after the strike was deolarsd the 
union had the railroads beaten. 

"They were paralyzed," he said, "but 
inst at that time injunctions were sown 
broadc(|9t and shortly afterwards the 
officials of .he American Railway anion 
were arraated for contempt of court. 
That beat us. It was not the railroads, 
or the amy, but the power of tha 
United States ooort that beat ns. About 
that time a thing occurred which I de- 
sire to mention. General Miles came to 
Chicago, called on the General Mana- 
gers' association and the next day was 
quoted in an iutenriew as saying that 
he had broken the backbone of the 
strike. Now I consider that call of 
General Miles as vulgarly out of place. 
He had no more right to consult Mrith 
the (.reueral Managers' association than 
lie had to consult with the men of our 
union. I might say, too, that it seems 
strange that all of our letters and teln- 
grams were made public property, while 
not a line of the railroads' oorrespoud- 
euce was publ'slied. If it hud been I 
think we cimlil prove that the general 
managers at one uf their secret meetings 
declared they would stamp tlu- Ameri- 
can Railway union out of existence." 

In reply to a question Mr. Uebs said 
that the union had taken every p'tssiblo 
moans to prevent liotiug aud lii.iorder. 

"We objected to the presence of tlus 
federal troops," he said, "but not to 
state troops aud police. If I romember 
rightly, DO serious outbreak occurred 
until the federul troops arrived, as tbair 
pretence inflamed the men." 



The witness then told or tne trouble 
with the railroad brotherli'iuds. 
"The brothtrhoods have outhv'il 
their usefulness' he said, "and for tli it 
reason 1 left the fireman's orgaiii/atioii. 
Tlii;y were, 1 tear, jealous of the Ameri- 
can Railway niiiou, and helpi-d to de- 
feat us. There is now a niuveiiu nt on 
fool to form a grand and united railroad 
labor orifaiii/ation. Within t lin e flays 
a proposition will bo submitted to the 
other railro.io orders whereby all pres- 
ent officers of the American Railway 
union and other anions shall resign, 
with no possibility of election to otfieu. 
The principal cause of strife thus being 
removed, an organization will be ofTect- 
od, if the brotherhoods will consent, 
which shall include all railroad em- 
jiloyos."' 

"Do you claim," asked Mr, Wright, 
"that the railroads were responsible for 
the strike bocause they insisted upon 
hauling Pullman cars?" 

"No, sir; the American Railway 
union was responsible for it, but under 
agnavating circumstances. The gen- 
eriu managers are united to reduce 
wages. The employes are united to re- 
sist such rednotitHU. In case of a re- 
duction that leads to a strike, wa think 
the company is responsible." 

"What is your opinion as to methods 
of averting strikes?" asked Commis- 
sioner Worthington. 

"My own idea, and it is the idea of 
the American Railway union, is unify 
all the railroad men of the country, A 
power like that prudently managed 
would avert strikes. The railroarl man- 
agers would reciKui/ ■ the wisdom of 
treating it fairly .uul meeting it in a 
:ouciliatory spirit. ' 

"Do you believe a strike is justifiable 
that interferes with pnblio conven- 
ience?" 

"I believe .-trikiiig is justiflable no 
matter what the le^ulL when it is to re- 
sist degradation and enslaving condi- 
tions." 

"Do you lielieve in government own- 
jrshi)) of 1 ,iiho.nlsV" a.ii»ed Mr Keruan. 

"■^'i s. >ir; 1 believe the K'''Veruii!eiit 
owiu;r.»hip oi railroads is decidedly bet- 
ter than railroad ownership of the gor- 
erumeut," 
There was the heartiest kind of laugh-

In conclusion, the witness said he be- 
lieved the American Railway uuiou was 
stronger numerit ciUy and every other 
way than it ever haci been. 

Mr. Debs was followed by P. H. Mor- 
rissey, lirst vice grand master of the 
Brotherhood of Kailroail Trainmen. 
The feelini; between iho two orders, be 
said, was uoi irieudly. The raiiway 
union had come into existence deridin ; 
the older organizations, and it had nat- 
urally made them feel bitter. The 
brutlmrhood believed in the extension 
of trade union principles, but did not 
believe iu such a unification as the 
Americtm Railway union pcopoaed. In 
the instructions to its men regarding 
the strike the brotherhood took the 
ground that it was not approving the 
strike at Pullman or the boycott, aud 
therefore expected its men to do their 
regular duty but not to go outside of 
that for the purpose of doin^ strikers' 
work. It did not believe iu sympathetic 
strikes, but individually the witness be 
lieved in government ownership of rail- 
roads and voluntary arbitration. The 
brotherhood regarded the proposed gov- 
ernment license as an interference with 
private employment. 

E. E. Clark id Cedar Rapids, la., was 
the next witue.>)S. He is the grand 
chief of the Order of Railway ("onduc 
tors. He to'd the i-aiue stuiy (if hostility 
between the brut iK-rliood and uniun. 
His orj,'ani' 'tion had made an effort in 
VVushiiiKtoii to secure a law tor the 
liceu.'-iiig oi raiirouil men, but the hill 
never gut out of committee.

for the day.

BIQ FIR E IN M EMPMia 

Nearly • QuMtev of a Mlllloa Dollar* 
Worth of Property Deatrojred. 

Memphis, Aug. 21.— Fire broke out at 
1 o'clock this morning in a 4 story 
building at No. 870 and ;!78 Shelby 
street, occupied by the .Man>Hi l(l Drug 
company, aud withia loss than au hours 
time, nearly a quarter of a million dol- 
lai's worth of prtiiwrty was destroyed. 

The fire started among the chemicals 
and oils iu the rear of the Mansfield 
building and spread so rapidly that the 
firemen soon lost control of it. A gen- 
eral alarm svas turned iu aud every en- 
gine in the city was brought to the 
scene. Finding that they could not 
subdue the flames, the firemen devoted 
their work to saving adjoining prouerf, 
aud after an hour's battle succeeded a 
confining the fire to the blook in which 
it originated. 

The Cavoso hotel is separated from 
the burued block by a narrow alley, and 
when the alarm was sounded a panic 
occurred among the guests, but all of 
them escaped without injary. The 
hotel wai saved by the firemen aftar a 
hard struggle.

HEAVY LOSS TO THE CHINESE. 



It In It<-portp«I Tliat fourteen Uiin>lre<l 
Chinese W t^rp M^ilii The Jupn «li>le n 
Slurcb ou Thetu and Took Their Eueuiy 
by flurprlM— Liateat Report Prom the 
Seat of War. 

San Fr.\ncI8C0, Aug. 21.— The Ex 
au.iner prints the following spoolal: 

fSHK Mi-(ii N, Corea, Auk'. -i. — A bloody 
battle has just bei'ii fought at JSoiikIi- 
wau. This p!a( r is the he.idquartcrs of 
the Japanese Cieneral Oshima and is one 
of the most important villagea of the 
kingdom. The f:hine»e have very 
strong fortifications at Soughwan and 
17.000 troops ar^' !-.iid to be st.ttiniiid 
tliere. The .Tapaiiese were deteimiaeil 
to cajiture the arms and provisions aud 
beat the army by a clever bit of in- 
trigue. 

Theygava out that they were going 
to march to Assan, and in fact they did 
parade for a couaiderable distance in 
that direction, but no sooner were they 
convinced of the success of their scheme 
iu making the Chinese believe they hnd 
left the settlement than they marched 
with a rush straight up to the fortiflc.i- 
tions, attacking tncm in a body. Thes' 
made a clean sweep of everything in the 
coarse of five hours' flghtiiii:. 

The Chinese were unpn pared .aid foi 
the sake of truth, be it known, tlv y 
w( Tfc "chiii-chiiiiuu^" tli(f War .inss — 
that is, bowing, kuwtowmi,' and tiriuf^ 
crackers olf to a big wnoden deity .-et 
up oii a canndii bull. Almut l,4»")('lii- 
iiese were killi'd iu the eiig.igeuiiiit iiad 
70 Japanese. 

The (. hi nose with their usual cowiird 
ice deserted many of the l'\iii \V\\ i i I'H- 
eign devil officers), aud whi ii ■^\\rn c r- 
ders to res.-t the advance of the enemy, 
turne d and ti ll ui)uii tiitir swords, pro- 
1 1 ring sv'.:i'id(' rather than tO be mur- 
dered by tne ,);,]);inese. 

The .I.q iiii > i tiicers and men fonglit 
like ti^' r>. >i.:iie of the methods of 
w.irfai'' wii-.' ri.li(■ulou^ly gruesoiue 
and harrnwiiig. For iustaiicH the 
Chinese, it is told, used old f;is!iioned 
stinkpots (bowls >lr.':g cn jioli s and 
tilled witii .^uliilinrir and ot!i : b.id 
Miu Uiiig deadly ;e i'l> wlurh ki.l per- 
luip- more qui -'iiy tli.i:i a r-iv sLor). 
Outi stinkpot cast in among u dozen sol- 
tiers kills avery man inside of a few 
seconds. 

The Mongols also rr .sorted to woodon 
axes aud to long bamboo ptiles. Many 
of them threw tlieir guns away deliber- 
ately when they caught a glimpse of the 
enemy lurroimding them like a demon 
cloud. 

It is impossible to accurately describe 
the barbarities which these people prac- 
tice iu their methods of war ana also in 
their penal punishment in times of 
peace. 

SILENT ON THE SUBJECT. 

A K«w Tork Plrm Probably FurnUhliif 
Arnaa to the Jupn. 

Nkw Youk, Aug. 21.— The Japanese 
government has ordered, it is said, lOU,- 
000 stands of guns and ammunition 
from a firm in this city. When (jues- 
t.oued as to the report, the manager of 
the firm said: "The fact if I am not at 
liberty to speak concerning the matter, 
as the two conn tries are at war an<l a 
statement mar do considerable harm. ' 

When asked whether he would deny 
or affirm the truth of the story, he re- 
plied: "Neither. In the first place, 
the rules of this establishment forbid 
any employe to speak iu reference to pri- 
vate contracts, especially government 
contracts; second, we are constantly 
shipping arms and amunition to iSouiii 
America and other countries, and iu 
such ca.ses the rule refen-ed to is always 
iu force." 

Oaardlnr Chlwsse Territory. 

LomwN, Aug. 18.— A dispatch from 
Shanghai says that Admiral Ting, act- 
ing under imperative orders, has so dis- 
posed the smaller vessels of the Chinese 
fleet us to prevent the J.ipanese from 
lauding troops in Chinese territory. The 
swifter and stronger vessels are openly 
cruLsing in the gulf of Pe-Chi-Li r. ;idy 
to fight the Japanese, but up to this 
time they have UOt had the good fortune 
to meet them. *
